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R UTE marching and camps of instruction for the 
troops during the summer are on the increase 
in the Regular Army, and we look forward to the 
day when they will be the rule, wherever practica- 
ble and be suitably provided for in the allotment of 
each year’s appropriation. Too much rusting in 
garrison is harmful. 


SoME may be inclined to charge the Lieutenant 
General with partiality in designating cavalry for 
station at Fort Myer, Va., but we are authorized 
to state that he did not so conclude until he had 
become thoroughly convinced that the post was un- 
suited for artillery or light battery purposes. After 
a thorough inspection of the post it was found to be 
not at all adapted for light battery practice aud to 
require but very slight improvements to convert it 
into a cavalry post. 








IN an article in the JouRNAL of June 11, on the 
new system of tactics devised by Major H. 8S. Haw- 
KINS, 10th Infantry, we quoted an officer’s objection 
to any change ‘** which is not specially suited for 
maneeuvring a three battalion regiment." Major 
HAWKINS, with reference to this, says: ** The sys- 
tem I propose és based on the three battalion organ- 
ization, while at the same time it provides for the 
present organization. So whether Congress acts or 
not in this direction the essential features of the 
system are not affected.” 








In the JOURNAL of May 21 last we referred to the 
responsible duties of ordnance sergeants, post quar 
termaster sergeants, and commissary sergeants, and 
expressed the hope that Congress at its next session 
would see fit to give these non-commissioned staff 
officers the same pay as is now given to hospital stew- 
ards, under the act of March 1, 1887. Since then 
we note that the commissary sergeants have in- 
voked the aid of their chief—General MacrEELY— 
and there is a good prospect that the matter will be 
brought to a successfal issue. 








A CORRESPONDENT raises the question as to the 
propriety of addressing officers by the title of their 
rank in the volunteer service during the war. As 
to that the law expressly provides that “all officers 
who served during the rebellion as volunteers in the 
Army of the United States and have been honora- 
bly mustered out of the volunteer service, shall be 
entitled to bear the official title, and upon occasions 
of ceremony to wear the uniferm of the highest 
grade they have held, by brevet or other commis- 
sions in the volunteer service.” (Rey. Stat., 1226.) 








THE Illinois Legislaiure has enacted the necessary 
legislation ceding the right and title of the tract of 
land known as the Highlands, near Chicago, to the 
United States for a military post, and the papers 
are now on the way to the War Department. The 
next step toward utilizing this land for the purpose 
intended will be to prepare plans and estimates for 
the necessary buildings for a ten company post. A 
very handsome set of drawings were prepared some 
time ago by Messrs. HoLaBiep and Rooue, of Chi- 
cago, but they call for a larger sum of money than 
the authorities are disposed to recommend to Con- 
gress. It is estimated that the buildings, according 
to these plans, will cost nearly a million dollars. 
General Terry will probably be requested to present 
a new set of drawings and estimates in season for 
transmission to Congress in December next. 





Ir will be observed that the design for a new 
cruiser submitted by the Barrow Ship Build- 
ing Company—the only one that receives the 
approval of the Naval Board to which the vari- 
ous designs were submitted—provides for pro- 
tecting the vital parts of the ship by a ‘‘steel 
Jaced armored belt.” Among the objects sought, 
as described by the designers, one is ‘‘ to protect the 
vital parts, so far as possible, in the most efficient 
way;” to accomplish this they deem it necessary to 
use compound armor. It will be further noted that 
the new Austrian armor-clad described elsewhere 
has compound armor. 








No ACTION has yet been taken by the War Depart- 
ment towards the restoration of Major RUNKLE to 
the retired list of the Army, in accordance with the 
recent decision of the U. 8. Supreme Court, and 
until he comes forward and demands his pay it is 
not likely any will be taken. He will, of course, be 
restored, and when the Court of Claims has de- 
cided upon the amount, will receive all back pay 
due him, but just how his name will be placed on 
the retired list is not yet understood. An Execu- 
tive order will no doubt be necessary, but as there 
is no vacancy on the 400 retired list the question 
arises, can he be included among those retired on 
account of age? 








A WRITER in the London Daily Telegraph gives 
an excellent review of the work done during the 
past ninety years, at the Government Small Arms 
Factory at Enfield, and says: ‘It is extremely prob- 
able that the last of the changes have not yet been 
seen as regards the Enfield-Martini. Very probably 
the ejector will be again altered, and the chamber 
for the cartridge rebored to fit a cartridge of a uni- 
form taper (a truncated cone) having no shoulder. 
When all has been done, and 100,000 or 150,000 
rifles remade, should General Smith’s Committee re- 
port favorably on the newer magazine gun, these 
weapons will all be useless. The committee are now 
hanging fire, but are reported to have adopted some 
new rifling, and new typeof magazine. The bolt 
action is to be stuck to, but the latest of the new 
repeaters is neither a Lee nor a Lee-Burton.” 








THE Chicago Tribune recently published a des- 
cription of the scheme adopted by Jay GouLp to de- 
velop his Missouri Pacific Railroad system, by con- 
structing 60 miles of railroad from Fort Gibson,'I. 
T.,. to Van Buren, Ark, This, in connection with 
his purchase of the Little Rock, Mississippi and 
Texas, and the Little Rock and Fort Smith Raiul- 
roads, will give a direct line over the Missouri Pa- 
cific to Arkansas City on the Mississippi River, and 
thence by water to New Orleans. This connection 
between Gibson and Van Buren will enable the Mis- 
souri Pacific to transport all the products of south- 
west Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Texas and the In- 
dian Territory, ‘and with the Colorado line drain 
that country too, through Arkansas City to the At- 
lantic Ocean, and keep up his traffic 365 days in the 
year; for Arkansas City is so situated that an ample 
depth of water prevails in the driest of seasons, 
and ice forms no impediment in the winter. 








THE Ordnance Department of the Army, after 
repeated experiments with various samples of pow- 
der, have concluded that the brown prismatic pow- 
der, known as Dupont’s “‘ P. N.,” used during the 
first firings with the 8-inch steel gun, is the most 





suitable for this weapon. Seventeen thousand 
pounds of this grade have been ordered, and as 
goon as delivered at Sandy Hook the experiments 
with the 8-inch gun will be continued. Fifty-four 
rounds have already been fired from this gun, and 
it is proposed to subject it to several hundred, in 
order to make the best showing possible next winter 


‘when Congress will, as usual, want to know what 


the Ordnance Bureau has done in the way of heavy 
gun construction. Ordnance officials seem well 
satisfied with the endurance qualities of the gun 
and are anxious to see if well tested. With the ex- 
ception uf the trial of this gun, the Ordnance De- 
partment will be compelled, owing to the failure of 
the Fortification bill, to cease all operations, so far 
as heavy guns are concerned, after the ist of July. 
No further firings with the 12-inch cast-iron gun 
will be made for the reason that it is believed to 
have already reached the limit of its enaurance. 
One hundred and thirty-seven rounds in all were 
fired. There had been some talk of putting a steel 
tube in this gun, but no funds being available, this 
idea has been abandoned. 








GENERAL BOULANGER appears to have fallen into 
the category of dead sensations, which are said, on 
the most competent authority of Mr. P. T. Barnum, 
to be impossible of revival. The Débats now char- 
acterizes his work as ‘‘ much ado about nothing,” 
accuses him of having done nothing but meddle and 
muddle, and of having dons much to destroy the 
dscipline of the army. General BOULANGER has 
‘* revolutionized the army, disturbing institutions 
which had stood the test of time, solely through a 
love of change.” Last of all, he is accused of skim- 
ming a number of regiments to strengthen the bat- 
talions lying along the eastern frontier, which con- 
stitute the covering army destined to resist any suc- 
den attack on the part of the Germans. The Débats 
severely condemns this measure, which disorganizes 
a number of regiments to raise the effective of 
others, declaring that it was a similar system which 
produced the disasters of 1870 and 1871. It has 
not a word of praise for the late War Minister, and 
the service paper, the Avenir Militaire, is just as 
merciless. A portraitof General BouLANGER which 
was published just before his retirement from the 
War Office, struck us as having a. marked resem- 
blance to our Naval Cuief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment and Re:ruiting, and we did intend to say so; 
now we forbear—at least we won't mention the 
ueme of the modest and handsome gentleman who 
fills that office so acceptably. Some of our officers 
will remember meeting General BOULANGER during 
his visit to this country at the time of the Yorktown 
centennial; when he: left a most agreeable impres- 
sion with us. General BOULANGER’s successor, Gen- 
eral Ferron, when called to the War Office, was 
acting as a Genera) of Division in the 7th Army 
Corps a: Chaum. He saw seryice in the Orimea and 
in Algeria. He arrived too late from New Cale- 
donia to take part in the Franco-German War, but 
he took part in the operations against the Oom- 
mune. The new Wer Minister is said to be the 
author of the present plan of mobilization, is in 
favor of the period of active service being reduced 
to three years, and he wishes to see companies with 
a stronger peace establishment than at present. 
For the most part, be appears to approve of the re 
organization scheme prepared by his predecessor. 
The new Minster of Marine, M. Barsay, although 
a civilian, was formerly a lieutenant in the Navy.

One of the incidents of the meeting was the pas- 
sage by a unanimous vote of resolutions condemn- 
ing the uction of the Government in pfoposing to 
return the battle flags of the Rebellion.

As originally written the words italicised read as 
follows:

Finding the feeling on the subject of the flags run- 
ning high, the poet, after bis arrival at Saratoga, al- 
tered his verses, and he certainly made a hit, for his 
amended version was received with tumultuous ap- 
plause. The poem was delivered wit2 fine effect, as 
was the oration in which ovcurred the following: 


‘*A nation of the power and position of the United States 
should have a navy strong enough to protect its coasts and 
harbors, to maintain its honor and enforce respect for its 
flag, and andan army worthy of the name, Wars have not 
ceased. With our reviving commerce and growing interests 
all over the world, we may atany time be embroiled in 
a conflict with some European or South Ame n govern- 
ment. That Turkey or Chili could sweep our Navy from the 
seas in a month; that there is no gun or armament iv any of 
our ports which could prevent an ironclad from entering 
the harbor and destroying our chief cities or levying hua- 
dreds of millions of tribute, is not gratifying to our sense, 
our security, or our pride. That we could be buffeted and hn- 
muiliated lor two years before we wonld be able to protect 
ourselves or retaliate illustrates the superlative idiocy of our 
blind coutidence in our resources. The governments of Eu- 
rope, armed to the teeth, are confronting each other, and an 
acecident or a death may precipitate the most gi tic con- 
flict of modern times, but they will not always be thus en- 
gaged. Av army of 50,000 men is nonc too large to man our 
ports and frontiers and form tbe nucleus and the school for 
our volunteers. For while the citizen soldiers will were be 
our reliance in war or rebellion, it takes many months to 
arm, equip, and drill them for effective service.

The Hon. William C. Endicott, Secretary of War: 

Sir: I have the honor to state that there are now in this 
office, stored in one of the attic rooms of the building, a 
number of Union flags captured in action, but recovered on 
the fall of the Confederacy and forwarded to the War De- 
partment for safe keeping, together with a number of Con- 
federate flags, which the fortunes of war p in our 
bands during the late civil war. While, in the past, favora- 
bie action has always been taken on~application, properly 
supported, for the return of Union fi to organizations 
representing survivors of the military regiments iu the ser- 
vice of the Government, I beg to submit that it would be a 
graceful act to anticipate future requests of this nature, 
and venture to quegcet the propriety of returning all the 
flags (Union and Confederate) to the authorities of the re- 
spective States in which the regiments which bore these 
colors — organized, tor such final disposition as they may 


ne. 

W bile, in all the civilized nations of the Old World, trophies 
taken io wars against forcign enemies have been carefully 
preserved and exhibited as proud mementos of the nation’s 
tnilitary glories, wise and obvious reasons have always ex- 
cepted from the rule evidences of past internecine troubles 
which y 4. to the arLityation of the sword bave dis- 
turbed peaceful march of a people to its destiny. Over 
twenty years have elapsed since the termination of the late 
civil war. Many of the prominent leaders, civil und mili- 
tary, of the late Confederate States are now honored repre- 
sentatives of the people in the national councils, or in other 
eminent positions lend the aid of their talents to the wise 
administration of the affairs of the whole country, and the 
people of the several States composing the Union are now 
united, treading the broader road to a glorious future.

REFERRING to your quotations of last week from 
the Revised Statutes concerning the custody of bat- 
tle flags, let me say that the War Departmeut build- 
ing contains no apartment suited to the preservation 
or display of the flags which have been carried 
through the campaigus and voyages of the Army 
and Navy of the United States, or won by them 
from those who met them on the field of battle. A 
sentiment quite remote from hatred or revenge in 
all civilized nations cherishes such standards about 
which heroic deeds have been done both in capture 
and defence. No soldier of either army can look 
upon guch memorials of valorand devotion withany 
other feeling thau reverence. 

The creat ball ofthe Pension Building affords am- 
ple space and surface for proper arrangement, dis- 
play, and preservation of all these standards. Let 
them be hung from its cornices high above the chance 
of injury, where they will remain and serve to re- 
mind our children and grandchildren of the valor of 
a fathers fighting for what they believed to be 
right. 

Our descendants may be safely left to form their 
own opinions of which side was right in the great 
debate in which these tattered flags played an inter- 
esting and important part. Each staff should be 
furnished with a metal plate, on which should be 
stamped a concise designation and history of the flag 
it bears. This would not be more costiy than that 
care, preservation, and display of these flags 
which the law enjoips on the secretaries 
of War and Navy, and upon the President 
of the United States. The former are by 
law directed to collectthem at Wasbington and they 
are to be “delivered to the President of the United 
tates for the purpose of being under bis direction 
preserved and displayed in such public place or ball 
9s he may deem proper." 

This has not been done yet for one sufficient rea- 
son amoung others, there has never been at the dis- 
posal of the President a suitable place for their pres- 
ervation and display. They are now in cellars and 
in boxes, and subject to mildew and decay. 

But just now the workmen are giving the last 
touches to a great hall, admirably fitted by dimen- 
sions, style. and purpose for their reception, preser- 
vation, and display. High above all chances of ac- 
cident or injury, they may be hung over the cor- 
nices of the hall of the Pension Building. 

That building is erected by order of Congress for 
the sole business of attending to the claims and the 
support of those who on the field cf battle, whether 
on land or sea, won these trophies of victory from 
those who opposed the United States. 

There they,will be safe, and, even after the dra- 
pery drops by age from the staffs, these will remain 
as reminders of what they bore. VETERAN.

THE NEW CRUISERS. 


THE dock trials of the machinery of the cruiser 
Chicago, which has just been finished, have resulted 
satisfactorily. With the vessel fast at her dock each 
set of engines developed 1590 horse-power. with 53 
revolutions per minute of the screws. This isequiv- 
alent to about 4000 combined horse-power, with the 
same number of revolutions when the vessel is 
runaing free. The contract requirement is 5000 
horse-power, but as the steam pressure during the 
trial was considerably below the maximum it is be- 
lieved that the necessary increase can be obtained. 
The machinery worked smootbly, with the excep- 
tion of a shght thumpingin one of the engines, 
which has since been cured. 

The Chicago arrived at the Navy-yard, N. Y., June 
22. A press despatch says she left Chester for New 
York at 1 Pp, M. on Tuesday, June 21, and reached the 
navy-yard at noon the next day. She was not 
pressed, and might have made the run in quicker 
time by several hours. She steamed outof the Dela- 
ware River under only half power. The weather 
was pleasant and the sea smooth for the entire trip. 
The machivery worked well, considering that it had 
only been subjected to dock trials and was new 
throughout and the steam steering apparatus 
worked toacharm. During the run from Chester 
the vessel easily made 13 kuots. Those in charge 
were Captain H. B. Robeson, Lieut. A. B. Speyers, 
Lieut. J. A. H. Nickels, Lieut. J. J. Hunker, Lieut. 
Monahan, Assistant Naval Constructor Hanscom, 
Lieut. Schuetze, and Chief Engineer Thomson. 
Passed Assistant Engineers C. R. Roelker, H. Web- 
ster, H. R. Frick, Assistant Engineer C. C. Kleck- 
ner, and Cadet Engineers Stahl and Bankson. 
They bad a crew of 49sailors, and Superintendent 
Green and J. A. Gardner, of John Roach and Son, 
bad # force of 80 men to look after the machinery. 
Designer WVilliamson, who devised the steering en- 
zine,was also aboard. Constructor Hanscom acted as 
mspector of the bull, and the compasses were 
watched by Lieut. Schnetze. The trip was made 
without a convoy or assistance of any kind, and al- 
though the sea was calm most of the way, the Chi- 
cago showed that she will be one of the most able 
ships yet put afloat. The propelling engines wor ked 
admirably. without a hiten ef any kind, although the 
power developed aggregated not over 3,000 horses. 
The machinery worked smoothly and well, and 1s 
undoubtedly capable of being driven to the 5,000 
horse power required by the contract. During the 
trip the ship was steered entirely by the Williamson 
steering gear, which gave entire satisfaction, and 
proved invaluable for the purpose, one man steer- 
ing this large vessel with the ease of a yacht. The 
highest speed attained for any considerable time 
was but slightly more than 13 knots, and this with- 
out developing any heating of bearings or other 
signs of strain iu the machinery. The maximum 
horse power was not much in exdess of 3,000, with a 
boiler pressure of 70 pounds, revolutions of screws 
of 60 per minute, and not the slightest tendency to 
foam shown by the boilers. The ventilating appar- 
atus of this vessel is of the exhaust type, and 1s, in 
the main, quite efficient. Noattempt was made to 
preduce an air pressure in the boiler rooms, conse- 
quently the maximum of efficiency was not shown 
by the boilers. The fitting up of the quarters and 
the general type of the accommodations on board, 
both forward and aft, are of the most complete de- 
scription, and as she's fully arranged for a flagship 
it is presumed her destination will be a foreign sta- 
tion, possibly the Mediterranean. The intended bal- 
tery of the Chicago is of the most formidable type 
yet perfected by our naval authorities, and it is pre- 
sumed that in the arrangement of guns, torpedoes 
and other meaus of defence, the latest designs and 
devices will be thoroughly worked out. 

An officer on board the Chicago sends us the fol- 
lowing additional information: “The machinery 
was not stopped during tke entire trip and worked 
very smoothly—water was only used precautionally 
on the main journals. All the pumps worked well. 
The engines made 60 revolutions per minute and a 
speed of 13 knots with furnace door open and such 
firemen as contractors could pick up in Chester to 
bring her around; ordnance paval coal was used. 
The blowers were not used during the trip. The 
Chicago started with only balf boiler power and no 
attempt was made during the trial for maximum 
power or higher speed.”’ 

This vessel will be placed in the dock and painted, 
then loaded to her sea cruising draft, after whicha 
trial trip of six bours wiil be made in the Sound. 
Her performance thus far indicates that she will 
come up to all contract requirer:ents. She will be 
ready for the trial about July 20. 








THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Lrevut. (. C. Rogers, U.S. Navy. adds his testi- 
mony to the fast accumulating evidence that De 
Lesseps’s Panama Canalis doomed. He shows that 
the engineers’ figures of the excavation remaining 
to be done do not appear to take into account the 
quantities that have been washed back by the floods 
into the ditch that would cancel a considerable per- 
centage of the “‘work done.’’ The formidable Cule- 
bra cut and the damming of the Chagres River are 

et practically unsolved problems. And Lieut. 

gers now points out the fact that the mountain 
on the Jeft side of the Culebra cut is found to be 
moving bodily towards the axis of the canal at an 
annual rate of from 12 to 18 in. owing to the cutting 
away of its bottom support. 

The Engineering News further says: “From a pri- 
vate source wealso havethe fur:ber information 
that while the mountain is sliding sideways, the bot 
tom of the canal on the lower portions of the route 
are reported as being forced upwards, by the mass 
of excavated material piled on the sides of the cut, 
tosuchan extent that in certain localinesit re- 
quires avery healthy and bardworking dredge to 
hold itsown. In fact ourinformant directly tells 
us that one of the American excavators has been 
hard at work in keeping itself simply afloat in prac- 
tically one spot for some months. The engineer in 
charge of this particular dredge philosophically re- 
marked that he was well paid and stood the climate 





reasonably well, aud as his employers were paid by ¢ 


the cubic metre excavated he had no particular con- 
cern in the expected advance.” 

Lieut. Rogers estimates that were “all the nece?- 
sary money at band and men and machines worked 
to their utmost, it would require seven years to finish 
the canal.”’ Lt. Rogers estimates that the total cost 
of the canal will be not less than $375,000,000, or $192,- 
000,000 more than the amount actually available for 
canal work. Assuming tbat in its present state of 
discredit the company could raise money on the 
same terms as beretofore these final obligations will 
amount to $700,000,000.

THE EUROPEAN SQUADRON, 


U. 8. FLAGSHIP PENSACOLA, 
VILLEFRANCHE-SUR- MER, FRANCE, June 6. 


STARTING April 2 from Pirwus, Greecé, where we 
had stopped almost two months, the Pensacola 
shaped her course for Leghorn, Italy, where she ar- 
rived five days later. There on April 9 she was 
joined by the Quinnebaug, just back from her long 
cruise along the western edge of the “ Dark Con- 
tinent,’’ thus assembling together theactive strength 
of the United States naval squadron in European 
waters. The two ships remained there for the rest 
of the month, awaiting the coming of stores, which 
arrived by Anchor Line steamer Alsatia on April 
29. The Pensacola, with the Quinnebaug for a com- 
panion, departed for Villefranche May 3. The 
Quinnebaug remained here until the 3d instant, 
when she sailed for Spezia, where she was docked 
for the purpose of having her bottom cleaned. 

The Navy Department sustained a store-house 
here to keep its vessels supplied with stores atd pro- 
visions. Since its abolishment it has become a rare 
event to see a United States man-of-war in the Bay 
of Villefranche, and its tradespeople and washer- 
women sadly miss the revenue that was constantly 
oe into their hands from the crews of our 
sbips. 

During the time the Quinnebaug was here the bat- 
talion of infantry and artillery from her and the 
Pensacola were landed twice on Cape Ferrat by 
permission given to Admiral Franklin by the gene- 
ral commanding the military force in this depart- 
ment. They were organized into a joint force and 
drilled as per routine of the naval brigade and 
operations ashore. The first landing took place on 
the 23d May, under the command of Lieut. Comdr, 
Hiteheock, of the Pensacola, as colonel, with Lieut. 
Comdr. Sperry, of; the Quinnebawg, as lieut. col., 
and Flag-Lieut. Staunton as adjutant. The second 
landing was made on May 30. 

Our stay bere bas been eventful in boat racing, 
an exciting contest being pulled on the afternoon of 
the 2d instant by the Pensacola’s barge against the 
Uncle Sam, a fourteen-oared race boat left at Ville- 
franche by the Lancaster in 1884, to whose crew she 
belonged and who bad her built at Leghorn, [taly, 
during the cruise of tbat ship on this station, and 
in whose hands she gained a reputation of invinci- 
bleness. She was manned on this occasion by a 
crew from the Quinnebaug, who had been practicing 
in her ever since their arrival in this port, for the 
purpose of rowing against our barge in the regatta 
held by the sailing club of Nice yesterday. Owing 
to the Quinnebaug's departure for Spezia prior to 
that evert, the race was arranged to take place in 
this harbor the day before she sailed, the considera- 
tion being five dollars an oarand $20 dollars in the 
coxswain’s box. [ndepeudent of those amounts, 
2,500 francs were wagered by the crew of this ship, 
which was covered by the Quinnebaug. Thecourse 
was a straightaway one for three miles, commenc- 
ing out at sea and concluding abreast the Pensucola. 

Capt. Dewey and Ensign Luby, of the Quinnebaug, 
were the judges, and Lieut. Fletcher, of the Quinne- 
baug, and Naval Cadet Kress, of this ship, went out 
in the launch as starters. The weather was unfavor- 
able for the race, there being a blinding downpour 
of rain, and a lumpy mist obscured the course, and 
the boats could not be seen from either sbip until 
half the distance had been accomplished. Theu they 
were neck and neck until they were passing the 
Quinnebaug, when the Uncle Sam shot a boat's 
length ahead of the barge. Sbe did pot hold it, how- 
ever, for by the time the ship was passed the barge 
had regained her lost ground, and hope was begin- 
ning to triumph on the Pensacola. They were even 
again with the post of victory only a couple of 
strokes away. Cheering became more vociferous ou 
our ship, the Uncle Sam made a sheer off to port, 
the barge went ahead, and with the last dip of the 
Oars that brought her to the winning line, she was 
shoved half a boat’s length ahead of the Italhan 
built boats, and victory was hers. When her crew 
came on board ship they were given a perfect ova- 
tion by their delighted shipmates, being met at the 
gangway, and as each man stepped over the side he 
was lifted bodily from his feet and carried forward 
in triumph. Her victory was a great surprise to a 
majority of us, and therefore she has been cbrist- 
— the Surprise, never having owned a name be- 

ore. 

Yesterday was the annual regattas of the Sailing 
Club of Nice, held under the patronage of the Yacht 
Club of France and the committee of fetes of Nice. 
The officers and crew of the Pensacola were parti- 
cularly interested in these festivities, which also 
combined the characteristics of a picnic, for the rea- 
son that the barge Surprise and Uncle Sam were to 
again try conclusions in a triangular race for a 
medal and a prize of 50 francs, offered by the com- 
mittee of the fetes, the Uncle Sam this time being 
manned bya crew from the Pensacola. Our fleet gig 
and captain’s gig were also entered to race for simi- 
lar prizes. The honorary committee consisted of sev- 
eral admirals of the French Navy and Admiral 
Franklin, who, however, was not able to be present. 

The Pensacola’s band was ioaned by the com- 
mander-in-chief to the committee of the fetes, and 
during the afternoon played a preeeneeane of popu- 
lar music from the shaded heights where the judges’ 
stand was situated. 

The weather was faultlessly fine. A series of half 
dozen sailing and rowing regattas occurred, and 
then the Surprise and Uncle Sam were placed in 
position by Flag Lieut. Staunton about 4 o’clock. 
At the start the barge took the lead, followed with 
eheers from the people of our ship, retaining it 
throughout the pull of 2% miles, She rounded the 
stakeboat 1 minute and 13 seconds ahead of the Uncle 
Sam, on whom, we are informed, a Frenchman lost 
15,000 francs in a bet with aScotchman. The race 
between the fleet gig and Capt. Dewey's gig Daisy 
was next rowed, the Daisy winning an easy victory. 
This completed the Pensacola’s connection with the 
affair, and our boats then returned to the _ and 
the Uncle Sam to ber plave on the beach at Ville- 
franche to aw ut the coming of the next man-of-war 
to place her in the water with faith enough in her 
past record as a matchless boat, 

The prizes have been delivered to the coxswains 
of the Surprise and Daisy. The two medals are 
exactly alike. They are handsome gilt bronze ones, 
about two inches in diameter, and very valuable, 
being worth 150 france each, One side contains the 





special device of the club, while on the other, inside 
a wreath of oak and laurel leaves, is the club's name, 
“Club de Voile de Nice, 1887."". After being inscribed 
with the Pensacola’s name and the boats that won 
them and the date, the Surprise’s medal wili be pre- 
sented to Admiral Franklin and the Daisy’s to Capt. 
Dewey, those two boats being for the exclusive use 
of the commander-in-chief and his chief of staff re- 
spectively. 








THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


Tue Naval War College will reassemble at New- 
port on the first Monday in September, and con- 
tinue in session until late in December. 

Comdr. Bainbridge-Hoff will give a digest of con- 
temporary foreign opinions on the subject of Naval 
tactics, both of single ships and of fleets. The tactics 
of the gun, of the ram, and of the torpedo, their best 
and most effective method of use, that is, in actual 
battle between siugle opponents, or between con- 
tending fleets, will be separately treated, each by an 
officer who will aim at bringing out the strength of 
his weapon and the weaknesses of the other two. 
These will be followed by some lectures on grand 
tactics. The question of Naval gunnery will be 
treated by Lieut. John #. Meigs, whose lectures last 
rome were particularly interesting and instructive. 
-rof. Soley will give his lectures on imternational 
law. The subject of coast defences will be discussed, 
as last year, by an Army and a Navy officer. Gen. 
Abbot, of the Army, will aim at giving Naval offi- 
cers an ingigbt and grasp of the general principles 
which guide the military engineer in planuing snd 
constructing the defences of harbors. The question 
of sea-coast defences will be exhaustively discussed 
from the Naval point of view by Lieut. CU. G. Cal- 
kius, of the Naval Intelligence Office. The subjects 
of military strategy and tactics and of Naval history 
will be treated by the same officers as last year. As- 
sistant Naval Constructor Gatewood will lecture on 
the preservation and care of iron ships, and upon 
the injuries to which they are liable from ground- 
ing, collision, etc. Medical Director Dean will lec- 
ture on Naval hygiene. 

Lieut.-Comdr. Stockton is now engaged upon an 
examivation of the way in which thie various nations 
of Europe are stationed in the Gulf of Mexico, the 
Caribbean and in the Pacific Ocean, with a view to 
determining the relative strategic value of these 
stations. Itis intended that the study of the Gulf 
and Caribbean Sea, regarded us a great strategic 
field of special importance to the United States frym 
its proximity, and above all, if any trans-isthmfin 
canal shall be made, shall form a prominent part of 
the War College course. Mr. Stockton will bring to- 
gether the facts of commerce and existing trade 
routes between the Western Pacific (Australia. 
China, etc.,) and Europe; together with the modifica- 
tions likely to follow upon the building of a canal. 
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PENSACOLA NOTES. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the heat, the drouth, and the exodus of 
the feminine part of this Army and Navy colony, some 
»yleasure is vouchsafed us. Colonel Langdon permitted the 
ndian prisoners to give one of their native dances—a Chiri- 
cabua medicine dance—which was quite a novelty, and at- 
tracted a great crowd to Fort Pickens, It occurred at night 
on the parade, a bon-fire furnishing the illumination, and 
was as savage and weird as one could wish.

A Jarge and delighted au- 
dience attended.

Tue North Atlantic fleet under command of Rear

anchor opposite the old lighthouse, and engaged in 
target practice with heavy guns. 


THE practice ship Constellation is m Hampton 
Roads.

THE new cruiser Atlanta will be ready for acruise 
at sea in the course of a few weeks, when itis ex- 
pected rhat she will proceed to Chesapeak Bay and 
indulge in prolonged target practice with all the 
conditions of actnal warfare as earefully simulated 
as practicable. It is believed by the officers on 
board that at least three months will be occupied in 
this experimental work, and much valuable data is 
expected to resul. The shipis looking very well 
just now, and all on board appear thoroughly 
pleased with the ship. 

Lieut. A. M. Kwnieut, in charge of Naval Ord- 
nance Proving Grounds, acting under instructions 
from the Navy Department, bas been prospecting 
along the Nanticok River, near Roaring Poimt, Md., 
for an available site for the new proving grounds 
for which an appropriation has been made by Con- 
gress. One of the sites considered availabie is a 
scope of level marsh uninhabited, extending from the 
shore of the Nanticok River, opposite Roaring 
Point, to Best Pitch Ferry, on the Transquaking 
River. This site gives an unobstructed range of ten 
wiles, free from all danger to life or property. 

Compr. Evans, chief steel inspector, has returned 
to Washington from Chesterand Thurlow, where 
he went to inspect steel castings for the naval ves- 
sels vow building. He says that at the Standard 
Steel Works, Thurlow, receutly there was cast a steel 
stern post for Gunboat No.1 and an engine bed 
plate for the cruiser Baltimore, which vessels are 
being constructed at Cramp's yards. The stern post, 
weighing 15,000 pounds, was cast withouta defect. 
The first shipment of steel plates and boiler materi- 
als for the new dynamite cruiser was made 
from Thurlow, Comdr. Evans brought with him to 
the Department, and gave to Secretary Whitney as 
a paper weight, a sample piece of steel, 1¢ inches in 
thickness, which bad beev bent cold upou itself and 
hammered flat without evidence of a break. 

KEPRESENTATIVE THOMAS, of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, was at the Navy Department 
ou Monday, in consultation with the Secretary aud 
Commo. Walker in regard to a proposition made by 
the citizens of Chicago to furnish some part of the 
equipment of the Chicago. The representatives of the 
citizens, who have been in correspondence with the 
Navy Department on the subject, are ex Secretary 
Lincoln and Congressman Adams. There was a sug- 
gestion that the gift should take the form of a fine 
library for the vessel. Ln response to this Commo. 
Walker said that an excellent library 1s provided by 
tbe Department for every war ship, aud he sug- 
gested that a service of plate to be used only on for- 
mal occasions would bea more endurivg and ap- 
propriate gift. itis probable that the contribution 
will ussume that form. In addition the people of 
Chicago will contribute a fine set of colors for the 
ship. 

Mr. H. W. CLARKE, father of Lieut. Arthur H. 
Clarke, appears to have some peculiar ideas coucern- 
ing jife on board a man-of-war. A despatch from 
Newport says fhat be has received a box containing 
the personal effects of his son who shot himself on 
the froquois at Panama. Among the letters were 
found a memorandum showing that six weeks pre- 
vious to his death Lieut. Clarke wrote several letters 
home which were not received. As he had always 
written regularly for the past nine years, and no 
letters had eyer before failed to reach home, bis 
father regards the loss of these letters as indicating 
that they were intercepted and abstracted because 
of the possession by the officer of information 
derogatory to some person on the ship, which 
would also furnish a motive for the murder which 
Mr. Clarke still thinks was committed. Mr. Ciarke 
bas also received an extract from a letter of Lieut. 
Wood to his father, in which 1t ts related that Lieut. 
Clarke on leaving the deck to go below laid downa 
half smoked cigar as if he expected to resume it, in- 
stead of tossing it overboard as he would naturally 
have done if be had got through with it and gone 
below to take his life. Lieut. Wood also says that 
the second bullet, which it is claimed was fired after 
the first shot took effect, was found in the blouse 
hanging up in the room. Mr. Clarke claims that 
if this shot was fired by muscular contraction, and 
in the act of falling, the course of the bullet would 
have been downward. Mr. Clarke proposes to have 
his son’s body brought to Newport for, burial.

THE NEW BATTLESHIP. 


SECRETARY WHITNEY has not yet approved the re- 
port of the Board which selected the design of the 
armored battleship submitted by the Barrow Ship- 
building Company, but he will in all probability 
give bis approvalto thatof the Board, ard thus 
make another step toward the reconstruction of the 
Navy. Hebas been avunoyed bythe reports that 
the decision of the Board was influenced by official 
oppression on his part, and taat a formerreport was 
sent back to the Board with a sharp admonition and 
a recommendation that it be changed. Only one re- 
port was made, and that was withbeld for a time, to 
give Secretary Whitney an opportuvity personally 
to examine and compare the designs offered in com- 
petition. The Board has been governed in making 
its decision by two corsiderations—one of the abso- 
lute merits of the designs and avother of the com- 
parative merits—reference being had always to the 
development of marine architecture, the improve- 
ments in all branches of constructiop, armor and 
armament. in deciding upon the Barrow Sbip- 
building Company's designs the Board has been in- 
fluenced by the belief that they will prodtce a ves- 
sel superior to the latest urmored ships of the same 
size and displacement, and in some respects with 
more improvements. The vessel will be 200 feet 
Jong, with un extreme breadth of 64 feet, and a 
depth of 39 feet. The displacement. when fully 
equipped, will be 6,300 tons, with a draught forward 
ot 23 feet and 22 feet aft. Its speed, at mean draught 
of 22 feet 6 incbes, will be, with fcreed draught, 17 
knots, and with natural ‘draught, 15'¢ knots. Its 
coal endurance will be, at a speed of 17 knots, 1,110 
knots; at 15 knots’ speed, 2,050 knots; at 12 knots’ 
speed, 3,170 knots, and atl 1-8 knots’ speed, 6,000 
knots. The vessel is pierced with a ram bow, heav- 
ily strengthened, forming a powerful weapon. The 
hull is built of steel on the cellular, double bottom 
system. The double bottom extends under the en- 
gines, boilers aud magaziues for a length of upward 
of 158 feet, aud is divided both longitudinally aud 
transversely "nto many water-tight com partipents. 
fitted for water ballast, so that the vessel may be 
trimmed, whev coal, ammunition, or stores are 
partly covsumed. Tbe protection of tbe vital parts 
of the ship consists of & steel faced armor belt 12 





inches thick, extending fore and aft, embracing en- 
gines, boilersand magazines. The armament will be 
two 12-inch gun, two 6-inch guns in sponsons on the 
main deck, and six large Hotchkiss guns on the gun 
deck, together with smaller macbine guns at differ- 
ent voints. The designers say that the objects 
sought by them were good steaming and manceuvr- 
ing qualities, coal endurance, and the comfort of 
officers and men; wider range of guns, with a heavy 
bow and stern fire; the distribution of the machine 
guns to provide defence against torpedo-boat at- 
tacks and boarders; to protect the vital parts as far 
as possible in the most efficient way from the ene- 
my’s shot and shell, and insure that stability would 
be preserved if the ends of the vessel were perfo- 
rated above the protected deck. When the ends of 
the vessel are perforated beyond the armor belt 
there would still remain some positive protective 
stability. 








CHANGES IN THE NAVY-YARDS. 


RECENTLY a prominent citizen of New Jersey had 
occasion to write to the Secretary of the Navy in 
behalf of a friend who had received notification of 
his dismissal from the department. Mr. Whitney's 
reply is as follows: 


DRAR SiR: I have your letter enclosing one from your 
friend relating to his recent discharge. In this case it is only 
necessary to say that in the reduction of the force and con- 
solidation of the work the position was considered unneces- 
sary. No person has been appointed in his place. I should, 
however, not be entirely frank with you if I did not add 
that there were other considerations influencing me in gen- 
eral to make changes in the Navy-yards which might possi- 
bly have covered your friend's case. 

have had now two years’ experience with the Navy- 
yards, and I long ago concluded that the interests of the 
Government would be subserved by an entire change 
throughout. It is necessary to have an atmosphere in sym- 
pathy with a more businesslike and a cleaner order of things; 
and the insidious influence of persons who have been long 
in the Yards creates an unfriendly atmosphere, in which 

nothing new is likely to live.

A POOR SHOWING FOR TORPEDO BOATS. 


Reports received at the Navy Dept., from the offi- 
cers in attendance upon theFreoch vaval mancuvres 
are not particularly gratifying to those persons who 
have pluced their confidence iv torpedo boats as an 
effectual weapon of naval warfare. According to 
the official programme a fleet of transports was to 
endeavor to make a voyage from Toulon to Algiazrs 
and return ina convoy of anumber of war ships. 
A strong fleet of torpedo boats was to attack the 
convoy at every favorable opportunity. But the 
squadron started off in a gale of wind so fierce that 
the torpedo boats were unable to go to sea to attack 
it, and when the ships returned to Toulon the night 
was so dark that the torpedo fleet was unable to dis- 
cover them. Nota single shot was fired in defence 
of the convoy during the voyage, and the efficiency 
of the torpedo boat as a means of attack is still 
questionable,

AwNs.—They are not 
forbidden trom doing anything of the sort. If you refer to 
the exemptions in regard to them in Par. 189, we cannot give 
any reason for them except that they are ed upon some 
arbitrary rule, for which nu reason can be given. A decision 
from Army Headquarters says: ** Par. 189, Infantry — 

rescribes the general rules for the exccution of the manua’ 
oS the guides. Explicit instructions for each particular case 
are not given.” 

E. D. F. asks: Previous to parades, reviews and 
inspections, the bayonets are fixed by command of the first 
se nt. es he execute fix bayonet. bimself, at the same 
time, or does he fix bayonet, after taking bis post on the 
right of the front rank? Awns.—There is no cast iron rule 
about this. The most proper way would be to fix his bayonet 
immediately after the cowpany has done sv, and previously 
to reporting it to the captain as prescribed in Par. 180. He 
should certainly not wait until taking bis place on the right, 
because as soon as he has reported the captain takes com- 
mand, and any movement on the part of the first sergeant 
without orders would then be improrer. 

2. The company marchivg in line, arms at left reverse, at 
command company halt, do the men remain ata left reverse, 
or do they execute right reverse, and then come to a carry ? 
Ans.—The covtingeucy is not provided for in Tactics, and 
not likely to arise in a thousand years. [If it should the 
simplest thing would be for the men to remain at left re- 
verse. This position of the musket is for funerals alone, and 
then only during long marches. In order, however, to com- 
ply with Tactics so far as they prescribe the carry at the 
command halt, the proper way would be to come to the 
right reverse firet,as po carry is laid down from the left 
reverse. 

3. Company marking time, is it tactical for the instructor 
to command by the right flank, march? ANs.—No. No 
sensible man would attempt such a thing. Read Par. 30.

SAIL POWER IN VESSELS OF WAR. 

IT is very evident that the man-of-war of the fu- 
ture is to be provided with far less sail power than 
has been the case, even i1 the recent past. It has 
beon conclusively shown that the ordinary square 
rig used in vessels of war is anything but economi- 
cal, by reason not only of the increased immersion 
due to weight, but also by the room taken up, which 
might be used for coal or ammunition ; to say noth- 
ing of the chances of the screw being fouled during 
action, owing to rigging being shot away. Then, 
too, so long as top-gallant and royal yards exist, so 
long will they be a temptation to commanding offi- 
cers to devote a large amount of time to exercise 
with these superfluities ; indeed, acting under their 
instructions, the Board of Inspection still look for 
proficiency in this sort of gymnastics. It is well 
known that the ligh‘er sails really add but little to 
the speed of even a sailing ship ; hence the abolition 
of studding sails a few years since, was a step in 
the right direction. Royals and top-gallant sails 
might well follow in their train without the sacrifice 
of efficiency. Should it be desired to cling to the 
square rig, a top sail of somewhat greater hoist 
would compensate for the lighter sails. The better 
way would be to come tothe fore and aft rig at 
once (with possibly a light fore yard and a flying 
foresail) by which a spread of canvas could be se- 
cured to hold a vessel up to the wind in a gale, or 
to give her a moderate speed with a fair wind. Of 
course, no man-of-war thus provided would work 
to windward ; but then, our present square riggers 
can not do it either, their sails are only of real 
use wita a fair wind—and for all practical purposes 
they might as well be of the fore and aft style ; be- 
sides which the latter would give much better re- 
sults in heavy weather. 

It is not to be denied that there is a certain 
amount of sentiment connected with the retention 
of sails, and that there is a question that with their 
abolition the “true and tarry seaman” will disap- 
pear. But there need be no fear that seamanship, 
and that of a high type, will be required inthe fu- 
ture to perform the various duties that will be ne- 
cessary to make the battle-ship of the day as for- 
midable to her enemies as was the line-of-battle- 
ship of the past. If it should be feared that a race 
of seamen trained in sailless ships will be wanting 
in courage, a glance at the deadly character of the 
instruments of destruction with which they have to 
deal should dispese of this thought. A recent 
writer has playfully suggested that it might be well 
to set the men to ‘‘hammer sensitive fuses into 
filled shell,” if it were desired to provide them with 
what might be considered an employment suffici- 
ently dangerous to train them to courage. 

The feeling that sail exercises should be reduced 
t>aminimum, and that sail power must yield to 
the inevitable, is growing very rapidly in the Eng- 
lish Navy. On the occasion of two recent lectures 
before the Royal United Service Institution, one on 
** Mastless Ships of War,” by Captain. FirzGERagp, 
the other on ‘‘ The Composition of a Modern Fleet,” 
by Commander CAMPBELL, there was almost entire 
unanimity in this regard by both writers and speak- 
ers, one well-known officer of high rank going so 
far as to say that ‘‘ sails were sinful.” 

In our own Service the problem is of course some- 
what different, but with the possibility of petro- 
leum as the fuel of the (not distant) future, the 
necessity for sail power wiil grow still less than at 
present is the case. Machine guns and quick firing 
cannon would make short work of those who should 
be unfortunate enough in time of action to be ex- 
posed while ‘‘ fishing the foremast ” or answering 
the call of ‘‘ port main rigging shot away.” Though 
our new vessels will show a diminution of sail 
power, yet the square rig is dying a very lingering 
death ; let us hope that some action on the part of 
the Navy Department will soon put it out of its 
misery. 








THE BROWN Board has about completed the work 
of preparing the schedules of stores and supplies re- 
quired for the Naval Service during the coming 
fiscal year. These schedules will be printed within 
the next ten days, when it will be in order to issue 
advertisements inviting proposals for the articles 
therein called for. - It is expected that the advertise- 
ments will be issued, at least, two weeks earlier

LEGGINGS FOR THE ARMY. 

Ir is strange that among the many additions 
made to the equipments of the infantry soldier dur- 
ing the Jast ten years, no authorized pattern of 
leggings has been included, No article will add so 
much to the comfort of a man on the march asa 
pair of good, firm, well-fitting, canvas leggings. They 
act asa support to the ankle and calf of the leg, 
prevent varicose veins, keep the ankles clean and 
dry from dust and dew, and obviate in a very 
marked degree the fatigue resulting from marching 
through grass, by lessening the friction caused by 
the clinging of woollen trousers. An officer, who, 
with many others, wore leggings on the long 
marches of 900 and 1,200 miles in the Yellowstone 
Expeditions of 1872-73, and who speaks from ex 
perience—tbe best teacher—says, in a letter to us, 
‘¢ The almost universal use of these articles by hun- 
ters and pedestrians, shows that their good qualities 
are appreciated. They are in use for field service 
in several foreigr armies, and should be issted as a 
part of the field equipment in ours. In fact leg- 
gings were at one time issued to one or more of the 
colored regiments (the 40th Infantry, I believe, had 
them), but they were of poor quality, ill-shaped, and 
fastened by buttons ; a fault enough in itself tocon. 
demn them. The proper way to fasten a pair of 








leggings is by Jacing, as shown in the illustration 
herewith. This insures a good fit and rapidity of 
adjustment.” 


Strange as it may seem, the 
Navy, which, to use a slang Wes- 
tern phrase, is not supposed to 
‘* hoof it” much, has adopted leg- 
gings, and they are in use by var- 
ious militia organizations through- 
out the country. Will not our 
Quartermaster General give the 
Army achanceat them? A good 
article can be furnished for about 
sixty cents per pair, and would last 
a year of bard wear. As the sol- 
dier would draw them and pay for them, the same 
as clothing, the expense to the Department would 
only be for distribution to the posts. 











Tue Revue du Cercle Militaire (Paris) describes 
the Austrian armor-clad Kronprinzessin Erzherzo- 
gin Stefanie, \aunched last month from the yards 
of San-Rooco, at Trieste, which it considers as the 
true type of the modern fighting ship. Her artil- 
lery and torpedo armament will enable her to con- 
front the most powerful enemy, while neither her 
speed nor her solidity of construction have been 
compromised thereby, and her armor protects with- 
out over-weighting her. The engines, which have 
been supplied by Messrs. Maudslay, Sons, and Field, 
of London, have been the object of especial care, 
and are expected to give a speed exceeding that of 
the majority of armor-clads. The following are her 
principal dimensions ; she was laid down in 1884: 
Length on water-line, 85.36 metres; extreme breadth, 
17.00 metres; draft forward, 6.09 metres; draft aft, 
709 metres: displacement, 5,152 tons. The hull, 
which is constructed of the best steel, 1s divided 
into alarge number of water-tight compartments. 
The armor consists of compound plates of 230 milli- 
metres maximum thickness. It extends completely 
round the vessel to an average height of 2.82 me- 
tres, and extends 1.37 metres below the water- 
line. The total weight is 830 tons. The artillery 
armament consists of two 30.5 centimetre Krupp 
guns of 35 calibres in length, mounted on Armstrong 
hydraulic carriages. The weight of the tube is 484 
tons; of the steel projectile, 455 kilogrammes; of 
the charge of brown prismatic powder, 141 kilo- 
grammes. The initial velocity of the projectile is 
5.30 metres; the range, at an angle of 15 degs., 
9.3 kilometres. The guns fire en barbette in turrets 
on each side of the ship. There are, in addition, 
six Krupp 15-centimetre guns, firing 51-kilogramme 





shell with a charge of 28.5 kilogrammes, and an 
initial velocity of 610 metres; two 7-centimetre guns 
for landing purposes, and eleven Hotchkiss machine 
guns; besides a complete torpedo armament. The 
interior and exterior lighting of the ship is furnish- 
ed by Gramme and Edison electric lamps. A light- 
ing power can be obtained equal to 40,000 candles. 
The engines, driving twin screws, are of 6,500 horse 
power, which can be increased to 11,000 horse 
power, giving, in the latter case, a speed of 16 
knots.

REGIMENTAL colors, according to the Horse 
Guards Gazette, have had their day, and it ex- 
presses the opinion that ‘‘ mere marching, counter- 
marching, and parade will shortly pass away, too.” 
The chief feature, says our contemporary, *‘in the 
difference between the warfare of the present and 
that of the past is the disruption of the large units, 
that were formerly kept together, into small, 
isolated groups. A body of troops may commence 
any undertaking in its normal formation, but the 
moment the actual fighting begins, that formation 
is perforce dissolved, and the guidance of the troops 
passes from the hands of the superior to those of 
the subordinate officers.” Then considering where 
the colors come in under this changed condition of 
things, the Gazette says: ‘‘ Finally, we bave the 
wain body, which follows the supports, closing on 
them gradually as the enemy is approached, and 
ready to reinforce what remains of the other two 
bodies for the final rush. The colors accompany 
the main body; but of what earthly use can they 
be during such a scene of confusion and chaos? 
Simply none. Placed as they are in the extreme 
rear of the whole, who has seen them, whom have 
they guided or encouraged? Noone. No man or 
officer bas had time to bestow a thought upon 
them. But as they are there, some precautionary 
measures must be adopted before the attack com- 
mences; in other words, an escort must be de- 
tailed to look after them. The fact remains that 
the utility of colors has departed, and that they 
are now a simple drag on a battalion in the field. 
To such an extent bas this been recognized of late 
that regiments proceeding up the Nile from Cairo, 
even when there were no hostilities in view, left 
their colors behind, and we remember to have seen 
the dining room of the General in command in 
Egypt festooned with the standards of regiments 
that had gone up tke river.” This sort of reasoning 
would abolish lovers’ billet doux and substitute for 
them telegrams modelled after the most con- 
densed commercial forms. Just now, however, 
it suggests itself that if we abolish colors we shall 
have no captured flags to dispute over in the 
future. 








A “ist Lurr” writes us: ‘*I think your level- 
headed article in the JourNAL of June 11, on the 
‘Revenue Marine and the Navy’ will meet the ap- 
proval of a large number, perhaps majority, of the 
old officers, and I hope you will keep the ball rolling 
until the desired object, of filling vacancies in our 
service from the Naval Academy, be obtained ; 
either that or go back to the old method of taking 
officers from the merchant marine.” Another cor- 
respondent says: ‘There is no doubt existing on 
the part of the Revenue Service as to the education 
of these surplus graduates and their perfect adapt- 
ability to the duties they would be called upon to 
perform in the Revenue Marine, and a larger major- 
ity of the officers would welcome gladly any legisla- 
tion required to admit these young men. The hope 
has been widely expressed that the present Board of 
Visitors to the Naval Academy will see fit to renew 
their recommendation of last year in such manner 
and in such language as to call the immediate atten- 
tion of Congress to this matter. And whileon the 
subject, let me state that the opposition to the 
transfer of the Revenue Marine to the Navy as pro- 
posed some years ago by ex-Secretary CHANDLER 
came less from the mass of officers than from a cer- 
tain ambitious official, now out of office, and a few 
favored ones who feared the loss of position and 
power. However, experience is an excellent teacher, 
and now, after many fruitless efforts to obtain from 
Congress some slight recognition of good work per 
formcd, the Revenue Marine stands ready and will- 
ing to assist in the transferof the corps to the Nayy 
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oa any fair and equitable basis thit has for its ob- 
ject justice to all.” 


Tue following interesting letter of the Hon. J. F. 
FInNeRTY, formerly of the Chicago Zimes, and 
member, of Congress, and now editor of the Chicago 
Citizen, is sent us by an Army officer to whom it 
was written: 


In looking over an old memoranda, I find that 11 years ago 
this day we were encamped on the North Platte, en route to 
interview Sitting Bull. You were in excellent spirits, and 
discussed with me the merit of treating the sick man of your 
troop from your medicine chest. You had a splendid troop, 
and I can still see them, as they rode past us at a trot the 
same morning, to take their place at the head of the column. 
Tn fact, everything comes back to me plainly. The halt in 
front of Fetterman, the cold evening at the Dry Fork of the 
Oheyenne, the splendid view of the Big Horn range from 
Heno, the lonely grave of Tierney of Meinhold’s troop, over 
which you read the prayers at Tongue River—the evening 
attack some days later, the march to Rosebud. . . . It'sa 
regular panorama in my mind, and | find myself sighing, 
sighing aimlessly perhaps, for such stirring times again. 
regret that many of our brave companions of that time are 
cold in death to-day, and I should like to be the humble in- 
strument of perpetuating their memories. I have found 
nearly all my Indian letters to the Times, and I intend dur- 
ing my leisure hours to edit and compile them, and dedicate 
the volume that may result to the Army. I will do it, not 
from a desire of gain, but to record the sacrifices and ser- 
vices of Uncle Sam's brave boys during the four frontier 
expeditions that I accompanied.” 


Such a volume, compiled as intended by Mr. 
FINNERTY, would be gladly received by the Army 
and be acredit to the writer, whose graphic pic- 
tures in those days are as well remembered as the 
author’s well known popularity with the Army.

Tue Secretary of the Navy has not yet officially 
approved the report of the board on the designs for 
the battle-ship and armored cruiser.but there is po 
doubt but that the Barrow Shipbuilding Company's 
design will be accepted and the $15,000 prize paid 
that firm. The bureau designs for the armored 
cruiser will, no doubt, be adopted, since none of 
the competitive blanks are considered suitable. Tbe 
Secretary is now considering which of these two 
vessels to have built at the New York Navy yard. 
The bureaus are in favor of having their vessel 
built there in order to show that the Government is 
capable of designing and building its own vessels 
and as cheaply as can be done by private firms. 
Unless the Secretary shortly takes some steps to- 
ward the purchase of tools for the New York Yard, 
it is certain that the contractor will be able to out- 
do the Government in the matter of rapid work, 
which will be a point against the Government in 





case the competition is entered into, 
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THK Lieutenant-General bas prepared, and tke 
Secretary of War approved, a slate of changes in 
stations of regiments, to take effect early in the 
new fiscal year, and the formal orders will be is- 
sued this week. Two regiments of infantry and 
two regiments of cavalry are involved. The 
11th Infantry, now in the Department of Dakota, 
will exchange with the 12th, in the Department of 
the East, and the 7th Cavalry, Department of Da- 
kota, with the 8th Cavalry, Department of Texas. 
It is estimated that the transfer will cost about 
$100,000. The headquarters and four troops of the 
7th Cavalry will march down from Fort Meade to 
Fort Riley, relieving four troops of the 5th Cavalry, 
which will be moved into the Indian Territory; two 
troops to Fort Elliott, and two to Fort Sill. The 
four troops of the 3d Cavalry, at Forts Sill and El 
liott, will join their regiment in Texas. General 
Sheridan says he will move the whole of the 8th 


of the 7th Cavalry to the Department of Missouri. 








THE event of the week, in many, if not all, parts 
of the civilized world has been the jubilee celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of the accession of 
Queen Victoria to the throne. The virtues of tLis 
lady are so well set forth ina recent letter from Car- 
dinal Manning, of London, to the clergy under him, 
that we quote from it as follows: ‘*No sovereign in 
our long annals has been more loved or has s0 won 
the love of the people as has Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria. She bas shown the heart not only of a 
Queen, but also of a mother of those who mourn. 
Her home and her court are bright and spotless ex- 
amples for all who reign and a pattern for all her 
people. You will, I am sure, with joy, offer our 
Heavenly Father thanksgiving prayers for Her 
Majesty on the Jubilee of her just and happy reign.” 








Tue cheery Apache is again ou the warpath, says 
the San Frarcisco News-Letter, and the United States 
Army will have to play the old paper-chase game 
with Loin the lead. Year after year the noble red 
man keeps on getting himself more and more dis- 
liked. Soon his only friends will be the Indian 
agents, who generally draw rations forevery savage 
on the reservations multiplied by five, and rveli- 
giously return the difference to this all-confiding 
Government. The result of this honest policy is that 
those worthy fellows grow surprisingly rich ina 
short time, and when they return to Boston, from 
which they are principally extracted, love to ex- 
press in tender words their admiration of the gentle 
traits of their former wards.

THAT there is serious trouble at Honolulu, says a 
San Francisco despatch, is shown by the large ship- 
ments of arms from here June 21 and 22. The Colusa 
and Forest Queen, sailing vessels, and the steamer 
Australia have taken 9,000 rifles, 65,000 cartridges, 
25,000 primers, 6,000 shotguns, four cases of revolvers 
and side arms. The shippers are the Winchester 
Rifle Company, the California Powder Company 
and others. The indicatious are that the shipment 
is rather for the protec:ion of the large plantations 
than for an insurrection. The Hawaiian army con- 
sists of about 2,000 men who are armed with Win- 
chesters of the pattern used by ths Canadian 
mounted police. 








Ir is not true, as stated, tbat the Surgeon General 
has grave doubts about the new regulations for the 
Hospital Corps beivg put into effect, for the reason 
that there is not sufficient money available to pay 
the members of the corps. The regulations will be 
promulgated just as soon as they canbe finaily 
agreed upon by the authorities at the War Depart- 
went as to the matter of pay that will come from 
the regular appropriation of $1,287.508 “for pay 
proper of the enlisted men of all grades.” Aithough 
in the bill organizing the corps it is stipulated that 
its members are not to be considered us a part of 
the effective strength of the Army, it is provided 
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that they are included among the enlisted men “ of 
all grades.”’ 


THE various members of the Naval Advisory 
Board are fast finishing up the last portion of their 
work pertaining to the steel cruisers, the recent 
transfer of the Chicago from Chester to New York, 
bringing to conclusion quite a large share of the 
labor and responsibility convected with the work of 
the Board on the new Navy. Although the head- 
quarters of the Advisory Board have not been trans- 
ferred to the new base, it is likely that in a short 
time New York will be designated as the sphere of 
their activity, and by the time the Boston and Chi- 
cago are safely past the testing stage, the Board will 
have about ceased from its labors, and will have 
undergone complete reconstruction. 














TuHE editor of the Sidney Telegraph, now visiting 
this country, is quoted as saying: *‘There are no 
British soldiers in Australia. Sydney is the only 
garrisoned town in New South Wales, and it is gar- 
risoned by Australian troops. We admire the 
American military system probably more than any 
other country in the world does. Our present Pre- 
mier has frequently expressed the hope in public 
that we should have not only a citizen army like 
America, but also an institution like West Poiat for 
the training of our own officers. Our troops are 
commanded by Australians.” 








Tue Quartermaster General bas lately prepared 
desigus for the new hospital stewards’ quarters, the 
appropriation for which will be available at the 
beginning of the next fis¢al year. The cost of these 
buildings is limited to $800. The plan was prepared 
with this limit in view, and the Surgeon General 
has furnished the various post surgeons with copies 
of the design and requested them to make an esti- 
mate of cost.of construction, with such modifica- 
tions as the nature of the surroundings may de- 
mand.

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THE STATE - TROOPS.

THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP, 


For the sixth time since 1882 do the National and 
State colors wave over the plateau at Peekski!l to 
indicate that the camp is occupied by the troops. 
The annual encampment is the most beneficial insti- 
tution ever devised for the instruction of the Na- 
tional Guard—a fact now acknowledged by all, and 
while the matter of obtaining the necessary funds 
for its maintenance from the Legislature is like 
drawing teeth, yet the allowance bas been sufficient 
to fit up the grounds and its appurtenances in such 
a wanner as to make this the model affair of its 
kind in the country. Its site and the surroundings 
cannot be excelled for natural beauty and facilities, 
and since the ground became State property, im- 
provements so extensive and practical have beep 
made that scarcely any more could be desired. An 
immense addition has been made to the parade 
ground by the blasting away of a projecting rock at 
the north side and the filling in with the material 
thus obtained of a ravine on the south-east side, 
which gives an uninterrupted extent of parade 
ground, upon which battalions of any size can be 
manceuvred with ease. The change at first is not 
striking, but when the 7th Regiment formed line 
with the greatest ease and had plenty of room to 
spare at both flanks then everybody realized the 
vast amount of work done here. The water is pow 
supplied by six artesian wells, bored since last sea- 
son, from which it is pumped into an immense tank 
perched high up on the rocks. This givesan abund- 
ant supply with sufficient pressure to force it into 
any direction and up to any height required. Should 
the wells give out then there is still the old reservoir 
built in 1882 by Gen. Wylie to fall back upon. ‘The 
ground has been provided with a complete drain- 
age system which empties into the river and 
this, together with the gravelly, porous nature of 
the soil, keeps it in perfect sanitary condition. The 
old wooden, unsightly sinks have been removed and 
officers and men provided with water-closets of the 
latest improved pattern, situated within the lines 
which latter fact prevents much inconvenience at 
nigbt and trouble to the guard and shouting by 
sentries. 

A building containing a couple of dozen or so of 
shower baths, conveniently arranged, with hot aud 
cold water, gives ample facilities for personal clean- 
liness and comfort, and with the abundant aud firet- 
class camp equipage provided by the State the men’s 
comfort is much improved. In fact it is hard to 
imagine what else troops iu camp could desire. The 
cooking establishment is extensive, and an inspec- 
tion of it quite interesting. Many improvements 
end additions have been made, especially to the ma- 
chinery vart, and now, if notified in proper time, 
the establishment could feed 2,000 persons at once 
with the same ease as that with which it provided 
for about 1,000 on the evening the 7th marched in. The 
poreest caterers, Mr. Louis Windhbolz and Col. Yale, 

ave run the establishment since the camp was first 
inaugurated, and the experience thus gaimed, to- 
gether with Windébolz's natural aptitude, liberality, 
ow and desire to oblige, and the fact that the 

rm uses nothing but first-class material enables 
them to attend to the wants of the inner manina 
manner satisfactory to all concerved. 

The camp is commanded by Maj. Gen. Josiah Por- 
ter, Adjutant General of the State, who, however, 
temporarily left for Saratoga on Sunday, June 19, 
which devolved the command on Col. Emmons Clark 
of the 7th. The Jatter, however, did not make any 
chapvge in the general schedule for the conduct of 
the camp. Gen. Joshua M. Varian looks after the 
commissary, quartermaster and ordnance depart- 
ments, assisted by Col. Joseph G. Story, who has 
been here in the same capacity every year except 
ove, and therefore what hedoes not know about 
quartermaster’s stores is not worth knowing. Col. 
Fred. Phisterer is executive officer, assisted in the 
duties of post adjutant by the adjutant of the regi- 
ment, ordered into camp the week coming. Asst. 
Inspector General F. C. McLewee inspects the camp 
daily, and the drills and guard are supervised by 
Capts. Stacpole and Thurston, who, at least this 
week, give no direct instructions nor make any re- 
mark to those engaged, but report the result of their 
observation to the post adjutant, from wiose office 
a copy is furnished to the regimental commander for 
the information of those concerned. 

This system has worked excellently, as might be 
expected from a regiment like the Seventh, where 
all are anxious to Jearn and take advantage of any 
oeereaty to improve, and where the pointing out 
of errors in a proper manner 1s not resented. We 
hardly think that any suggestion or hint from Head- 
quarters was disregarded. Surg. D. M. Stimson, of 
the Seventh, bas general medical and sanitary super- 
vision, and for this purpose has an office in the row 
of State tents, but he prefers evidently to livein a 
wall tent with his regiment. This is the personnel 
of the State staff. There is also on the ground a de- 
tachment from the Ist Battery, Capt. Louis Wendel, 
for the purpose of firing worning and evening guns, 
salutes, etc. The captain has the option to change 
this detachment weekly, and thus give his whole 
battery an opportunity at this duty, or leave the 
original detachment here during the whole tour. 
The nattiest-looking soldier in the camp is Private 
Kelly, of Capt. Earie’s 2d Battery, clerk and orderly 
for the Ordnance Department. He deserves this 
Souniee for his own sake and that of his organiza- 

ion. 
THE SEVENTH NEW YORK. 


At about 3.30 pe. M. on Saturday, June 18, the yacht 
Lotus, owned by Captain Daniel Appleton, of the 
Seventh, which had been lying off a Hook for 
some time, fired a salute, which was answered 
by the powerful whistles of the steamer song 
Branch, and this was the signal that the Seventh ha 
arrived. Everybody in camp who bad pothin 
special to do hurried to the bioff, Louis Windhbolz 
gathered his colored brigade of waiters around him, 
and, after the manner of Lord Wellesley, when he 
had found that “Mickey Free was1u the ranks,” gave 
his ultimatum and ordered the battle to go on. The 
State officers mounted their chargers, and when the 
first white helmets became visible over the edge of 
the bluff the artillery belched forth its fire, the flags 
were hoisted and the camp of 1887 was declared opeu. 
The grand old regiment defiled into camp 812 strong, 
besides a band and drum corps of sixty-five, 





Pp style. in ten minutes every company 
ad disappeared in its street with the regularity of 
clockwork, and in ten minutes more every man ap- 
peared to be as much at home as if he had lived 

ere all his life time. The band then came on parade 
aud sounded the adjutant’s call. This was for guard 
mount. Of course, there was no reason why the 
details should not have been out as quick as the 
band, which had come on the ground at the same 
time and under the sume conditions. 

It ap rs, however, that a number of the men de- 
tailed for guard did not expect to be called out so 
soon, and proceeded to fix up their tents. While 
at this the call sounded and in spite of the efforts of 
the Ist sergeants to get their men out promptly, a 
number were slow. The band played and played, 
but only half the details appeared, and at last when 
they all came out those who found themselves be- 
hind time started up the double time, while the 
band was playing in quick time. This looked bad, 
and the result of the whole was a very ragged for- 
mation. Sergt..Major Coughtry, after wasting 
nearly all his breath in ordering count fours, found 
that one sergeant bad brought out files instead of 
individuals, and after straightening out this tangle 
at last reported the guard formed. A ijt. George W. 
Rand would have sent the whole concern back, but 
it was necessary to have a guard at once and, there- 
fore, let the matter slip. The wheel into line b 
platoons was a failure. This in a regiment so well 
posted asthe 7th in company movements, was aston- 
ishing, but nevertheless true. Everybody acknow- 
ledged that the first guard mouat was “rank.’’ The 
sentries during the evening and night were fair, 
some of them very snappy, but challenges very 
faulty and salutes in any cases rendered without 
regard to the rank of the officer saluted. The men, 
however, all seemed particularly careful to be on 
the right side with the State officers and gave them 
presents indiscriminately, Between guard mount 
and dress parade they were busy with sickles, 
shovels and spades to trim their company streets. 
Supper was orderly and everybody fell into 
his seat with the regularity of clockwork. Dress 
parade was handsome but the line was crooked, 
if viewed from the flank. The attempt to march 
off in echelon was a failure. At tattoo roll call 
it was found tbat the men on answering their 
names came to parade rest. There is no authority 
for this and evidently the remnant of some old 
militia custom which is brought to light in the 
camp, but would remain concealed in the armory 
for years to come. During the night the camp was 
unusually quiet. The usual tendency to raise a 
racket seemed to have disappeared. Everybody ap- 
parently slept well and the sentries did not render 
night bideous by incessant shouting. 

Sunday.—After a slight rain during the night Sun- 
day morning broke clear but full of promise of a 
sweltering day, which promise was fully realized. 
The police party, which was out bright avd early, 
soon imparted a holiday appearance to everythivg 
in sight and then nothing of émportauce occurred 
until guard mounting. This was better than the day 
before, still some sergeants had difficulty in 
promptly bringing their details into proper position, 
and the counting of fours was endless. 

The beauty, however, at these ceremonies is that 
every man when once in his place stands rigid and 
motionless, and performs every movement with 
snap. In passing in review, instead of performing 
arectangular movement, the whole concern, band 
and all, moved in a semi-circle, which caused the 
placing of marker’s flags to show the points for 
change of direction the next day. The officer of the 
day saluted the drum major, which was wrong. The 
wheel into line by platoons was better than the 
night previous, but by no means as good as it should 
have been. At the guardhuuse No. 1 failed to an- 
nounce the approach of the vew guard und of the 
officer of the day. The officers of the guard 
failed to salute the officers of the day properly, but 
made the first salute prescribed in tactics serve both 
purposes. The first relief was slow to get away on 
this as well asion subsequent ‘occasions. The guards 
while awaiting the return of the relief stacked arms 
and broke ranks, which was proper, but it was incor- 
rect, in reforming them, to have the sergeants step 
to the frontand centre, and report the fact to the 
officers of the guard. The command attention by the 
latter was all that wasnecessary. The officers of the 
day may have bad some special reason for remain- 
ing at the guardhbouse urtil the return of the 
relief, but ordinarily as soon as they have veri- 
fied the articles in charge, prisoners, etc., inspected 
the zuardhouse, signed the guard report, etc., they 
should at once repair to the commanding officer. A 
more soldierly lot of sentries and more desirous of 
doing what was proper than those on Sunday, has 
never walked post here, but they fell occasionally 
into errors, both during night and day; any of these 
would probably not occuragain with the same men, 
but with the immense strength of the regiment it is 
hardly probable that any man will perform tore 
than one tour of guard duty, and under the cir- 
cumstances much experienve must necessarily be 
lost. it would be well to remind guards (officers 
and men) that they have other duties to perform than 
nerely walking up aud down and saluting officers. 
If they had understood this the disturbance by two 
village ruffians during dress parade, which occurred 
under the very nose of the officer of the guard, 
would not have been allowed to proceed as far 
as it did. A file of the guard should have 
been called for with much more promptness. 
Between guard mount and parade nothing of note oc- 
curred except the church service, which deserves 
special mention on account of the splendid singing 
by the regimental glee club. Tae evening parade 
was good. About9 P.M. a severe rain storm drove 
men intotheir tents and sentries into their sentrv 
boxes where they had to remain nearly all night. 

Monday.—At 4.45 A. M. the morning gun and the 
sounding of the reveille announced to all the begin- 
ning of the first real day’s work. About balf an 
hour later ten companies were scattered in every 
direction over the extensive parade, from the south 
bluff to the rifle butts. The sound of the skirmish 
trumpet was heard in the land, and evolutions of 
all sorts were going on wherever the eye could reach. 
Of course, nobody could notice the cutire work of 
all these companies at once, but enough could be 
seen that skirmish duty was new to all of them; 
that a large number of new and yques material 
had gained entry into the ranks, and that many of 
the older subalterns had been replaced by new ones, 





who generally showed timidity in their commands, 
For these the camp will prove a valuable school. 
The skirmishing was generally fair, but the move- 
ments lacked spirit and snap. The men appeared 
sometimes confused as to their front and rear, and 
the bugle calls seemed not yet well understood. [a 
some of the rallies by fours, instead of firing to the 
front they fired in every direction. This we noticed 
in one of the best comparies, and it was not cor+ 
rected by the captain. In the ordinary company 
movements, where junior non-commissioned officers 
were employed as guides, many showed great lack 
of tamiliarity with their functions, and for this 
reason the establishment of a school for general and 
systematic instruction of non-commissioned officers 
seems advisable iu the regiment. Co. C is the only 
company where was noticed a compliance with the 
principles of wheeling in movements by fours, A 
wheel by fours is as much a wheel as that by bat- 
talion, and the men should preserve their dress, 
touch, ete., as prescribed in Tactics, under all cir- 
cumstances. The cadence in company drill was in- 
variably slow. Why this should be different here 
from the custom in the armory we cannot under- 
stand. Guard mount on this moroing can be dis- 
posed of easily by pronouncing it very good. All 

assed off well, except that number one in xnnounc- 
ng the approach of the officer of the day faeed iu 
the wrong direction. Sentry duty varied, but on 
general principles was not as good as on the pre# 
vious day. With a party we passed at least a dozen 
seutries after taps and ouly oue -before advancing 
“one with the countersig¢n ”* halted the party. 

Many challenges lacked vim, and during the en’ 
tire night we noticed mistakes in this respect. The 
whole pemases is new every day, and therefore, 
want of uniformity ia the matter is not to be won- 
dered at. The Inspector's Department is rigid in its 
requirements. The slightest irregularity in the 
make up of tbe tents and their contents is noted, 
and the result 1s a camp which for neatness, clean- 
ness, and regularity cannot be surpassed. The men 
work incessactly, and the streets are in a state of 
cleanness never approached before. 

Battalion drill, under Lieut. Col. George Moore 
Smith, took place from guardmount to dinuer time, 
under a broiling sun and in a stifling atmosphere. 
The instructor on this account worked the men 
easily and slowly, but executed about the entire 
first half of the school of the battalion. Itis not neces- 
sary to detail the movements, some of which were 
err well performed, and all of them well 
euough suit all practical purposes. Quce in 
passing an obstacle with twuv companies tu the reart 
the flunk company closed in so as toallow only room 
for one company to come into line, and in another 
instance a lieutenant attempted to dress his com- 
pany at right shoulder arms. These are the’ only 
two ivstavces which need mention. Both were 
looked after by the instructor on the spot. We 
agree with him, that the lieutenant was decidedly 
wrong to attempt dressing io that manner, 


Tuesduy.—A muggy, heavy morning, with moun- 
tains clouded with mist, revealed itself, when at 4.45 
A.M. the drums aroused the sleepers from their 
couches. As soon as morning coffee had been par- 
taken of, the sound of the trumpets in every 
direction indicated the resumption of = skir- 
mish mancouvres. There was a murked improve- 
ment over the morning previous in promptness, 
swiftness, spirit, aud knowledge of the bugle com- 
mands. Many shortcomings of the day previous 
were corrected, doubtless on avcount of the report 
of the drill supervisor, as well as on account of the 
natural intelligence of the men and their anxiety to 
learn. Nearly every company took up the skirmish 
drill and but few ordinary compauy exercises were 
executed. This is as it should be, because for the 
latter the armory offers plenty of opportunity, and 
it is a waste of valuable time todo much of that 
work here, but there is nevertheless much room for 
improvement even iu this matter, one which the 7th 
is generally supposed to be thoroughly familiar with, 

Of guard mount we can only say that the wheel into line 
by platoons was again a failure, and that number one com- 
mitted the same error as on the day before with regard 
te aunouncing the new guard and the officer of the day, 
The men on the pivot flanks wf the platoons, on this ovca- 
sion as well as betore, marked time in their places instead of 
taking steps and describing the are laid down iv tactics, 
which brought the platoons close on top of cach other, and 
necessitated marking time, for which there is no need, if 
properly performe). Sentry duty varied—in some cases it 
was ¢xcellent, in others inuch improvement could have been 
amade. Many mena on post still kept up the habit of ap- 
proaching each other and holdiag lengthy conversations, 
during which they always took care to sssume the arms 
port, but a single glance was sufficient to show that the con- 
versation had nothing particular to do with anything per- 
taining to the work in hand. Tais looked bad. 

. Kipp finished the schoo! of the battalion by a spirited 
drill with few mistakes worthy of mention. Oncea few 
guides in forming divisions left oblique did not step to the 
front at carry arms as required, and in a change of direction 
by the flank the markers faced from the point of rest, mat- 
ters which were not corrected. 

With the exception of a crooked line, especially in the rear 
rank of the left company, the dress parade was very fine, the 
march off was for the first time pessty executed, and this 
wound up a day, the work of which showed much m- 
provement in every way, and which far excelled any- 
thing attempted this year. 

Wednesday.—The usual skirmish drill early in the morn- 
ing developed a marked advance in general execution, spirit 
and knowledge of its requirements on the partof all en- 

ed. Some companies did really meritorious work, and 
by amore judicious selection of the ground, so asto keep 
out of each other’s way, on the part of the officers, and a bet- 
ter knowledge of the bugle calis on the part of the men, very 
satisfactory resus were obtained. It is necdiess to describe 
every movement made, but it is just to say that all, except 
probably one or two companies, did remarkably well. An- 
other fact, not very remarkable, but sti!l worth mentioring, 
ia that compadies generally drill much better under the 
charge of the regular commanders than under the command 
of subaiterns. This fact accounts for many of the shortcom- 
ings, to which we have called attention before. 

Guard mounting in blue overcoats was the most military 
looking piece of work of this kind yet performedin the 
camp, and it is remarkable that men were alluwed duri 
the day to change their coats for the gray uniform wit 
white helmets and belts only to be drenched to the skin dur 
ing the rain, which started shortly after noon and ke »t up 
the entire day and night, transforming the camp into a 
mudpuddle, and cutting off every }xefcise after the conclu. 
sion of the battalion skirmish driliin the forenoon, under 
command of Lieut, Col. Smith, 

The grounds then began tolook dreary and deserted and all 
work stopped. The rain stopped just sufficiently long to allow 
Cappa, who, by the way, furnishes excellent music, to cive a 
few strains between retreatand tattoo, and then it broke 
out with renewed fury, driving everybody off the ground 
into the sheltering protection of tentor sentry box, ana t 
is the way matters looked when this report had to be closed, 
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s9 as to be in tite to go to press. The remainder will be pub- 
lished in next week's paper. ’ . 
Before closing, however, it is just te say that the regiment 
‘does bard work in spite of the “funny” reports in the daily 
wapers. The men are virtually on their feet from 4.30 A. M. 
“#! dinner. In the afternoon they are oecupied by theoreti- 
ul instruction and other matters, and this with the ordinary 
police duties and the strict rules under which the camp is 
conducted, entitles them to all the little enjoyment and rec 
reation to be obtained. The camp is strictly military, and

ILLINOIS NATIONAL GUARD. 


G. O. No. 15, 8. of IL, July 7, 1886, contains the 
following: 

XIX. One evening each week during the month of June 
ineach year will be devoted entirely to instruction in rifle 
yractice in the armory, as laid down in Biunt’s Manual of 
%. and C. F., capecially in aiming, sighting, and position 
drill, and to all such instructions as are stated in the Manual 
to be proper to be given before guing upon the rifle range. 

In spite of this requirement no instruction of the 
kind here provided for has been given in any regi- 
ment of the Ist Brigade of the Illinois National 
Guard. The Chicago Tribune, which is doing excel- 
lent service by calling attention to this deficiency in 
the instruction of the State troops, says: * More 
than one-half of the members of the brigade, and 
about 48 per cent. of our Chicago regiments, had 
used their rifles to drill with but not to shoot with. 
Their officers confined their drill to mere uniformity 
of mavipulation of the piece. Their military in- 
struction had not included the practical use of the 
rifle. They were as unacquainted with the range 
and accuracy of their rifles as if armed with wooden 
guns. They carried rifles, but were iguoranct of 
their power. Rifles are primarily to shoot with; 
secondly, to drill with. The lowest use to which 
they cau be putis for display purposes. Yet this is 
ust what their 689 rifles had been used fur. Men 
ave enlisted in the Illinois National Guard, have 
completed their terms of enlistment, and have been 
honorably discharged from the service without bav- 
ing even fired a service riflein their hves. Their 
military traming and drill did not include practical 
use of their rifles as part of their education. What 
is needed is this: Orders prescribing instruction and 
practice, and holding company commauders re- 
sponsible for the fulfilment of those orders. The 
Regimental Inspector of Rifle Practice should 
abstract the reports of company commanders show- 
ing extent, frequency, and nature of instruction 
given. The Brigade Inspector of Rifie Practice 
should be required to frequently inspect and report 
upon the manuer in which the letter and spirit of 
orders is observed, or the contrary. Above all pub- 
lic opinion should put the seal of condemnation 
upon the fuss and feathers of mere parade and drill 
work unless accompanied by a demonstrated capa- 
city to shoot and to hit what it shoots at.”

THE ARMY AND NAVY OF CHILI 


THE Chilian Army is recruited by voluntary en- 
listment, a bounty of $20 being giveu for a six years’ 
engagement. The infantry numbers ten battalions 
of six companies each, the total effective of a battal- 
ion amounting to 904 men. This number is, however, 
rarely reached, and at the end of 1883 the whole 
Chilian infantry numbered only 7,600 instead of 
9.040 men. The armament consists of Belgian car- 
bines on the Comblain system, and of a few Gras 
rifles aluered to take the ammunition of the older 
weapon. The National Guard, reorganized after the 
war with Peru, now consists of 43,151 men. The bat- 
talions have each four companies, except those of 
Santiago and Valparaiso, which have six. Artillery 
—One regiment of 937 men at Valparaiso, and four- 
teen battalions of 419 men; in all, 6,599 men. Cav- 
alry—Twelve squadrons of 173 men; in all, 2,076. 
The total strength of the Natioval Guard is 51,800 
men. Chili possesses two armor-clads, one armored 
turret ship, one iron cruiser, four corvettes and one 
transport. For the defence of the coast ehe has five 
gunboats and eleven torpedo-boats. 


MODERN TYPES OF WAR-SHIPS, 


Ir has for some time been apparent that another 
transition period bas been reached in the pro Ss 
and development of war-ship construction. hen 
votes were asked for the Nile and Trafalgar last 
year, the House of Commons was informed that 
these would prenetly be the last large armor-clads 
buiit for the British Navy. Up to the present there 
seems to be no tendency to falsify that surmise, and, 
what is more, the navies ot other Powers are in most 
cases being augmented by the production of %~ of 
any type but that of the monster armor-clad. Even 
Italy seems to pause somewhat in the building of 
her leviatbans, and to turn her attention to the pos- 
sibilities of torpedo attack with the same earnest- 
ness as ber neighbors. Strangely enough, little Spain 
has taken the lead in acquiring the most formidable 
torpedo vessel that has yet been produced, I¢ is 
true that the vessel was built in this country; but 
the requirements she was to fulfil were first indi- 
cated by the Spanish autborities, and these have 
been attained. To know what is wanted is no small 
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fleet, and it is no less important that the want should 
be attainable. The Spanish Government asked for 
a torpedo vessel capable of doing more than any 
built upto that time, and in doing so they pointed 
out the reasons which led them to believe such a 
vessel could be produced. A Scotch firm solved the 
probiem and built the vessel.—Broad Arrow. 








TREASURE TROVE. 


THE story of the finding of treasure to tbe amount 
of over $25,000,000 in rupees in the palace at Gwalior 
reads like a tale from the Arabian Nights. The 
money had been accumulated in pits and wells, 
sunk in the floors of vaultsin the Palace Zenana. 
After removing the earth to a depth of six feet the 
workmen uncovered a smooth level pavement of 
large flagstones. When these were lifted they came 
upon a square pit filled to the brim with glittering 
silver. There were several of such pits, two or three 
of them containing jewels, but the majority of 
them each contained 15 lakhs of Gwalior rupees. 
This mouey the Mabarajab is Crpeating at interest 
with the Indian Government instead of allowing it 
to lieidle. ‘lhis is a proof of the confidence that the 
native princes of India have in the stability of the 
British Raj. We fear such a story as this will make 
our Russian neighbors’ mouths water, and stimulate 
them to fresh exertions to reach a country which 
their imagivations have always depicted as paved 
with gold.—Broad Arrow. 

It 1s algo reported tbat hidden treasure to the 
value of £95,00€,000 has been discovered in the palace 
of tue deceased Vizier, at Rabat, Morocco. The Sul- 
tan, it is said, has confisvated the treasure and is 
having it conveyed to the imperial coffers. 








GERMAN INFANTRY FIRE. 


A FrencH paper publishes the new German regu- 
lations necessitated by the introduction of the re- 
peating rifle, from which it appears that firing at 
willis suppressed ; that the use of the magazine is 
authorized in the following cases onl y—attack onan 
enemy's position, bayonet attack by the enemy, and 
cavalry charge to repulse. The line of skirmishers 
can also wake use of the magazine, but only on the 
order being given by the officer in command of the 
troops under fire. To repulse cavalry, the regula- 
tions recommen? s *veral consecutive volleys when 
the evemy comes within 300 yards. The employ- 
ment ot Lhe maguzive is forbidden when the enemy 
is not within 800 yards, and is recommended only 
wben he 1s within 300 yards. The soldier is to bear 
in mind that the new weapon requires the greatest 
discipline under fire, and that the new system has 
been introduced net to increase the rapidity + 
of firing, but to augmeut the number of hits.

It is estimated that 
this will give the German soldier at least 250 cart- 
ridges to expend in close combat or at easy range, 
whemas, according to the present organization of 
the French ammunition train, the piou-piow can 
only obtain 175 cartridges under the same circum- 
stances. The German will have 84 cartridges on his 
person, witha supplement of % at least immediately 
available from the. caissons of the first reserve, 
whilst from tbe rear can be supplied in useful time 
nearly 120 more in the event of a prolonged conflict. 








A NEW NITRO-GLYCERINE SHELL. 


A Russran inventor named Smolianoff, living in 
San Francisco, makes claim to having discovered a 
way in which nitro-zlycerine can be used with safety 
in projectiles. He has been experimenting with a 
ten-pound cannon, firing four-inch shells loaded 
with nitro-glycerine. His- experiments have at- 
tracte1 the attention of Army peopleand a public 
test is to be made. The shell is made in two parts in 
the form of one conical shell within another, each 
of which is filled with liquid. These liquids are pre- 
vented from mingling while the projectile is not to 
be used, but the shell is so arranged that, when dis- 
charged from the gun, one shell is moved over the 
other, so as to open communication between the 
two chambers, thus permitting the two liquids to 
mix and form the high explosive known as nitro- 
glycerine. This is to be exploded either by fusion 
or impact. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


* ALTOGETHER, I do not feel very easy about our 
military position in India,’ writes Sir George Camp- 
bell in his book just issued, ** The British Empire.” 

GENERAL FERRON, French Minister of War, will 
submit to the Chamber of Deputies a project for the 
creation of four new cavalry regiments, 18 new in- 
fantry regiments and for the increase of the effec- 
tive strength of the companies of the present regi- 
ments. 

AccorDING to the general annual return of the 
army for 1886, there are 153 foreigners in the British 
Army, as against 158 in the 1885 return. In 1868 only 
five were returned as foreigners. The latest figures 
may be slightly under tbe mark, as the nationality 
of 3,256 of the army is uncertain. 

AN important change has just been ordered with 
regard to “confidential reports” on officers of the 
English service. Whenever an officeris disadvan- 
tageously reported on by his commanding officer, 
the reportis to be read over to him by the officer 
making it. If the result of the report disqualifies 
him for promotion, he will be so informed, instead

GERMANS are hailing as a boon to mankind the in- 
vention by Messre. Lorenz, of Carlsruhe, of a steel- 
clad bullet with a slight alloy of antimony, which, 
in addition to increased powers of penetration, gives 
a much flatter trajectory and 1s warranted to pass 
through a man’sbody without causing unnecessary 
discomfort. This is killing two birds with one stone. 
It will kill two, or even three, men at one shot if 
they happen to stand in the way. 

REcENTLY the Emperor William laid the founda- 
tion stone of the great ship canal, which is to con- 
nect the North Sea with the Baltic, and to be fin- 
ished in seven years. Running from Kiel to the estu- 
ary of the Elbe below Hamburg, it will be of suffici- 
ent width and depth to give passage to the largest 
ironclads in the Imperial Navy and give easy access 
for ber ficets to the North Sea, not a. increasing 
her ability to defend her coast, but enabling her to 
take the offensive afloat. 


THE Engineer publishes illustrations of a very in- 
gemous fo.m of carriage on which it is proposed to 
mount the Maxim guns for servive in the field. The 
carriage is mounted on a pair of disc wheels, and 
the muzzle of the gun projects through alight steel 
shield which serves as a protection to the gunner 
who sits on a movable seat slung to the sbafts. The 
protection is completed by the steel disc wheels, 
which can be turned round diagonally so that the 
gunner is completely sheltered.
